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Juan Peron Learned 


His Lessons Well 


Argentina’s arrogant dictator, Juan D. 
Peron. has learned the lessons of tyranny 
well. Having crushed the revolt of those 
who sought to regain some measure of 
freedom for their country, he is now pro- 
ceeding to consolidate his absolute power 
with the sure-fire formula of all dictators. 

In his rise to power, Adolf Hitler had 
to find something to blind the people to 
what was happening to them, To rob them 
of freetiiom, he built up one of the great- 
est psychological complexes in all his- 
tory—hatred and fear of the Jews w ith an 
added side-dressing of hatred and fear of 
Communists. 

Having destroyed all responsibility and 
morality, the German tyrant proceeded 
systematically to destroy all freedoms. He 
took over the press, all means of commu- 
nication and waged a determined cam- 
paign against the church. He destroyed 
those who helped him gain power, includ- 
ing the right-wing industrialists who 
helped create a Frankenstein who went 
out of control. 

Josef Stalin had his scapegoats, too. His 
regime succeeded on hatred—hatred of 
capitalism, hatred of the West, hatred of 
the Army. His substitute for success in 
administering Russia was to keep class 
warring against class, group against 
group, religion against religion. 

Dictator Peron shows he knows the 
technique well. Having set off the revo- 
lution by a campaign against the church, 
his mobsters are destroying millions of 
dollars worth of priceless church property. 
He blames it on Communists and while 
there may be some Communists in Argen- 
tina, only the blind will be misled. Mean- 
while, he is destroying the church’s power 
—the only obstacle to ‘absolute dictator- 
ship. He no longer cares to share his 
power with the state Catholic church. 

He said yesterday that the “army and 
the police are in charge of measures to 
prevent new excesses, but all within the 
law.” His “all within the law” means 
“within Peron’s law.” The measures to 
prevent “new excesses” are measures to 
take away the remainder of the people’s 
liberties. 

His fight with the church, of course, 
appears to be just beginning. If he can 
excite enough hatred, he will win. If he 
can convince the people that their eco- 
nomic ills are due to those opposing him, 
their doom is sealed. 

Let us in this country learn the tac- 
tics well. Dictatorship is dictatorship 
under whatever name it may parade. 
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Debts and Taxes Make 


Quite a Vicious Circle 


Debts and taxes are an integral part 
of the national and state scene. And the 
greater the debt becomes, the higher the 
taxes eventually must go. 

The General Assembly of Georgia has 
been in session seeking ways and means to 
raise more money. The new revenue will 
be used to expand the functions of gov- 
ernment and to service the state’s debt. 
Technically, Georgia has no bonded debt, 
but the revenue certificates issued by the 
several authorities nevertheless are obli- 
gations of the state. 

Congress practically never meets with- 
out passing some measure to increase the 
income of the Federal Government. It 
seems to be the nature of governments 
that they spend more than they take in. 

This deficit financing, this business of 
overspending and then catching up later, 
seems standard government procedure. It 
was not always so. 

Once upon a time, about 120 years ago, 
the Federal Government briefly was free 
of debt. It had a surplus and didn’t know 
how to use it. So Congress distributed it 
among the states. A depression came along 
thereafter, and the government was in 
debt again. Since then a series of wars and 
depressions has kept it there. 

It is easier and politically more expedi- 
ent to inflate and let government debts 
grow than it is to deflate and reduce them. 
And a central government has an ad- 
vantage over local governments and pri- 
vate citizens. It can pay off its debts in 
its own currency, first devaluing that cur- 
rency as much as it pleases. 


Piedmont Driving Club 
Has a Unique History 


The Piedmont Driving Club, one of 
Atlanta’s historic landmarks, is planning 
to remodel and add to its present club- 
house. 

Located on Piedmont Avenue at 15th 
St., the club was chartered in 1887 as the 
Gentlemen’s Driving Club. Its semi- 
rural location was perfect for the purpose 


of its first members, the driving and ex-. 


ercising of fine horses. 

The first clubhouse was a stone farm 
home, built in 1869. The old home, con- 
siderably altered, is incorporated in the 
present building. The mill stone over the

entrance came from a mill destroyed by 
Sherman’s army in what is now Pied- 
mont Park. The park, incidentally, once 
was club property. 


The “Gentlemen’s” was dropped from 
the title and Piedmont substituted in 1895. 
Tradition has it that some of the older 
members thought this change appropriate, 
as by then the membership list had grown 
to the point where the word “Gentle- 
men” no longer applied, The same general 
complaint can be heard today in this, or 
any other club with any pretensions to- 
ward selectivity. 

The Driving Club’s function is almost 
entirely social, though tennis, squash and 
swimming are provided for its more ener- 
getic members. The Hallowe’en Ball, at 
which the year’s debutantes are intro- 
duced, is held there. So are the parties of 
the Nine O’Clocks, reputedly Atlanta’s 
most exclusive and noisiest masculine so- 
cial organization. 


With its great ballroom and broad ter- 
races, the club has performed a real civic 
service as a place where visiting notables 
are entertained. It has another distinc- 
tion, too. Somehow or other it has man- 
aged to make ends meet without slot 
machines. 

The club’s quarters are a conglomera- 
tion of architectural periods from 1869 on 
that more or less reflect its history and 
that of Atlanta. The new additions will 
leave the original building untouched, a 
reminder of the days when Piedmont 
Park was a farm and the gentlemen of the 
town drove out to take their ease on the 
oak shaded terrace in the leafy country- 
side.

Business Sees Need 
To Support Education 


Three Georgians are among the 100 
talented high school seniors who were 
declared winners of college scholarships 
awarded this week by General Motors 
Corporation.

Also Deserves a Chance 


An encouraging note in education 
comes from Griffin. There the city- 
county school board has approved the 
organization of a class for mentally re- 
tarded children. 

Moving spirits in getting the approval 
have been the Griffin-Spalding County 
chapter of the Georgia Society for Aid 
of Mentally Retarded Children and the 
American Business Club in Griffin. 

Actual functioning of the class is con- 
tingent on funds for a teacher. The cash 
would have to come from the State Board 
of Education. 

It is to be hoped that the state board, 
despite its problems, can find the money 
to support the program of aid to children 
who through no fault of their own cannot 
keep up with the regular school program. 

They have a right to the kind of 
guidance that will help them to happiness 
and usefulness. Their parents are tax- 
payers who have a right to expect a 
helping hand from the state in the train- 
ing of their children. 

Since World War II, there has been 
an increasing tendency for parents and 
educators to recognize the obligation of 
society in regard to the mentally retarded. 

We have a long way to go in meeting 
that obligation, but there is hope in the 
indications, as from Griffin, that we are 
making a start.
